The 
London county council, as the re¬ 
printed magazine article last week 
shows, has perforce done a great 
many revolutionary things in the 
government of London, it having 
advanced in a most remarkable way 
city ownership as against private, 
capitalistic ownership. It had to 
do so much undoing of bad 
capitalistic undertakings-—the wid¬ 
ening of thoroughfares and the like 
—that the cost was great, and in 
the recent elections there was a de¬ 
feat for quite a number of the Pro¬ 
gressives, who. as advocates of 
municipal capitalism were regarded 
as Socialistic, as, in fact, they really 
were. But the result of the elec¬ 
tion is not at all likely to halt the 
regeneration of London, as the 
work is well under way. 

The United . Mine H'orbers' 
Journal begs leave to observe thit 
there is no such thing as an immun¬ 
ity hath where labor is concerned, 
as Steve Adams, after going 
through the fire once on what ap¬ 
pears to be a trumped up charge of 
murder, will he put through again 
by the partnership between the 
Idaho courts and the mine owners. 

By all the signs hard times seem 
to 'be indicated. Be prepared. 
Look out for wildcat stock 
schemes, see that your house is well 
anchored, and your small savings 
safe from schemers.

The trial de¬ 
veloped suspicious indications of 
a trumped-up ease against the de¬ 
fendant. The prosecution may- 
have felt that Adams was guilty of 
the crime charged, but it is hard to 
think it did, judging from the easi¬ 
ness with which Adams established 
his alibi.

It is 
devoutly to be hoped that the Mil¬ 
waukee brewers will “take a tum¬ 
ble to themselves” and join that 
Wisconsin association. The reso¬ 
lutions passed by the association 
arc quite remarkable in their way. 
Take this “resolve" for instance: 
“Resolved, That this convention 
heartily congratulates the many- 
brewing associations in states and 
cities that have taken the lead in 
eradicating low and vile resorts, 
and in refusing to supply beer to 
saloons that toere not approved by 
the public sentiment of their re¬ 
spective communities." 

The testimony in the trial of 
Steve Adams, out in Idaho, brought 
out the -fact that he had been sub¬ 
jected to torture in jail in order- to 
force him to sign a confession that 
was not a confession, so as to bol¬ 
ster up the Moyer-Havwood case. 
Police torture is bad eiiough when 
it is used for the "legitimate” pur¬ 
pose of trying to get a truthful con¬ 
fession from some crook who is be¬ 
lieved to be actually guilty, but it is 
an affront to humanity and to civil¬ 
ization when it is used for the pur¬ 
pose of fixing guilt on innocent 
men as part of a capitalistic con¬ 
spiracy. Poor devils can be brow¬ 
beaten, and given the "third degree” 
by brutal police officials at will, and 
this sort of outrage is going on in 
our larger cities even- dav of the 
year, but it is only when rt is em¬ 
ployed in some such case as that of 
Steve Adams that the public gets 
a dear . idea of it. Adams has. 


Our Chicago exchange makes a 
good point in contrasting the 
threatened discharge of a postal 
clerk out in San Francisco "because 
of activity in his union” with the 
fact that the postmaster of Chicago 
can run for mayor and ate his de¬ 
partment as a campaign machine 
without the least danger of a frown 
from Washington. This govern¬ 
ment now belongs to the capitalist 
class and the Chicago postmaster, 
not being a mere wage slave, can 
do what ne likes. But with a poor 
clerk without a pull, a mere atom 
in the “undetstructure” of our capi¬ 
talistic society, capitalist ethics 
soon determine how he shall be 
treated when he dares to think a 
little bit of his own rights.

A rcmarkabfc man was Dovvie, 
"vagary” or no “vagary.” And part 
of the secret o£hi- success was that

heaven." His success with the 
Zion City community on the shore 
of Lake Michigan paralleled to 
quite an extent some of the earlier 
communistic undertakings—that of 
the New Harmony communitv of 
Robert Owen, and others. Only 
his was an improvement on theirs 
In that it squared itself as much as 
possible with the prevailing capi¬ 
talism that surrounded it, and thus 
kept itself from being engulfed. 
Another advantage was its religi¬ 
ous bond, for history shows that the | 
only communistic experiments that 
have survived midst capitalistic sur¬ 
roundings have been those where 
there was a religious discipline. But 
Dowic was himself less proof 
against the surrounding capitalism 
than was his community. With all 
his piety he had a personal thrifti¬ 
ness tliat so contrived matters that 
his religious following contributed 
managed, in some way, to get into 
his own pocket*. He became sud¬ 
denly wealthy, and it turned his 
head. It not only wrecked the 
prophet himself, but came near do¬ 
ing the same thing for his Zion City 
community. The safety that exists 
in commonwealth does not abide, 
as a rule, in capitalistic individual 
wealth. And Dowie succumbed. 
The sense of being wealthier than 
others brought with it the capital¬ 
istic temptation to celebrate that 
fact, and whereas die great Dowie 
had been a man of clean and ab¬ 
stemious personal habit*, abjuring 
gluttony and unclean foods, avoid¬ 
ing all habits of eating and drink¬ 
ing that make feverish the bkxxl 
and flabby the muscles, all this 
changed as he became richer and 
richer. He liad been a towering 
giant, in his way, and a man cap¬ 
able of working without fatigue. In 
a few short years all this was 
cliangcd. He became a glutton, 
filling his paunch with rich pastries, 
over-stimulating and spiced flesh 
foods, costly wines, and the like. 
His family dinners lasted hours and 
were in courses. He gave himself 
over to slothfulncss to such an ex¬ 
tent that he liad to have his coach 
to go from his residence in Zion 
* to the headquarter* ’ — 

a few Uurk. ««av. 
was not sfoar with its . 
meats. His once jxjwerful frame 
became diseased and weak. Sores 
developed on his body, so ill¬ 
smelling that he was finally obliged 
to employ negro attendants and 
nurses, as no white nurse would 
stay near him for love or money. 
A fearful dropsy developed, and put 
him in such a terrible plight that the 
window* of his palatial residence, 
that he had barred to keep out 
draughts, had to be thrown open, 
because of the terrific stench that 
his swollen limb* gave off. The 
healer” was confounded by his 
own body. Capitalism got Dowie, 
and in a most fearful way.

THE TELEGRAPHERS AND LONG HOURS! 

ASTONISHING DISCLOSURES OF WRONG TO THE 
MEN AND PERIL TO THE PEOPLE! 


The safety of the traveling pub¬ 
lic. as well as the welfare of the men 
who do s the work, demand that the 
telegraph operators upon our rail¬ 
way lines should not be permitted 
or required to remain on duty more 
than eight hours per day. Socialist 
Assemblyman Thompson has-pre¬ 
sented a bill before the Wisconsin 
legislature providing for an eight- 
hour day for all telegraph opera¬ 
tors. In the following article is 
presented a part of the facts and 
arguments which he is making in 
support of this measure. 

1. Excessive duties: 

The duties required of telegraph 
operators are so numerous and ex¬ 
cessive that they should never be 
required to work for more than 
eight hours during any day. 

The following Hst of the duties 
that are required of the general run 
of railroad telegraphers, and sta¬ 
tion agents, will show the great 
number of matters which these men 
must carry constantly upon their 
minds; 

1, sell tickets; a, telegraph. Western 
Union and railway business; 3. handle 
express; 5. carry mail to and from 
the post office; 0, check baggage and 
help load it; 7, deliver orders to all 
trains; 8, keep books, there are 14 
different sets of books that have to be 
leant as follows: (a) freight receipt 
hook, (b) local abstract book; <c) 
foreign ab(tract book; (d) cash book, 
(e) deal records, (0 car book, (•) 
oat freight book, (h) oat freight ab¬ 
stract local book, (i) out freight ab¬ 
stract foreign, (j) abstract for com¬ 
pany material iorwardfd, fk) abstract 
lor company material received, (ft 
oat billing of company material, (a) 
baggage book daily, (n) ticket book 
dally: 9, reports, daily, weekly »»d 
monthly-, 10, answer phone, general¬ 
ly two lines; It. keep fires in stoves, 
coal bin sometimes aoo feet distance, 
and one agent reporta being required 
to take care of six stoves: 12, sweep

No mortal man can be subject to 
the strain necessary to perform 
these duties for a longer period 
without sooner or later breaking 
down. Neither the working class 
nor the public at large should con¬ 
sent to allow such a wrong as this 
to be forced upon men in our state. 

2. Long hours: 

Telegraph operators are required 
to work longer hours titan any 
other class of railroad employes. 
Nearly all of the office men work on 
an eight-hour day, or at most ten 
hours. The train men, of course, 
may, under certain circumstances, 
have much longer hours, but as a 
rule not so long as the telegraph 
operators. 

Up to about a year ago, the hours 
of labor required of the telegraph 
operators were practically witliout 
limit. The men have succeeded, 
however, through their labor un¬ 
ions, in securing a concession, so 
that the railroad companies now 
pay for overtime at fhe rate of 
twenty-five cents per hour for 
all time over twelve hours. 
Since this is more than the 
Regular rate of pay, the railroad 
companies are less inclined to over¬ 
work the men than formerly. How¬ 
ever. the regular day now required 
for telegraph operators is twelve 
hours, which is at least four hours 
top long, 

It is also provided that this day 
may be lengthened one-half hour 
more without allowing the men for 
over-time. 

'Dus, therefore, makes the day at 
least twelve and a half hours. 

Of course, when a man is kept on 
duty for twelve hours over time, 
and, therefore, has worked twenty- 
four hours, he must then remain on 
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And so much must be obvious to all intelligent observers, that i 
cicty as a wliole—that the present economic system— is responsibly 
for them. And society as a whole—as long as the present systeno 
lasts—ought to legislate so as to put them and society out of danger. | 
A graduated income tax—a confiscatory inheritance legislation-^ 
might help some.

Another operator writes that **as 
a rule, operators are expected to meet 
an early train and a late traits, which 
often brings out the hours of >ervic< 
to 14 and ts hour* a day.** 

Still another telegraph operator re¬ 
ports: - 

“It is easy f»»r almost any operator 
to recall instances when he has been 
obliged to remain on duty from 36 
to 4S hours, or even more. I remem¬ 
ber very distinctly one instance, when 
I was obliged to remain on duty for 
j6 hours without cvc& getting to my 
meals." 

A case is reported of one operator 
in a small office who used to he called 
at j:jo every morning to get orders 
for a certain train, and so held on 
duty until 10:30 or it o'clock p. ni 
at night. At one time this nearly re¬ 
sulted in a very serious railroad acci 


they are never allowed any over¬ 
time. 

One diririon chairman, reporting 
the hours of labor for the men on 
h»s division* and explaining that ha 
thought that the men to which he 
referred, were not nearly so much 
overcrowded as in other parts of the 
state, shows that in only one cate 
were the hour* limited to 12. In 
every other case, the hours required 
of the men exceeded 12 by from jo 
minutes to three hours. From this 
it will appear that the average num¬ 
ber of hours which these men were on 
duty, was r.4 hours. Many otlurr oper¬ 
ators testify to a day of 14 hours and 
upwards. 

Many cases of extreme excessive 
long hours have been discovered. '1 he 
following are a few illustrations: 

An operator on duty 60 consecu¬ 
tive hours without relief, which means 
two full days and three consecutive 

nights. 

Another case in a different section 
of the state is reported by ona of the 
O R. T. men of 60 consecutive hours 
of work without rest. Thia was on 
account of sickness but it was claimed 
that the matter could have been ad¬ 
justed had the official seen fit to do 
so. 

.Another case is reported of a man 
on duty from 6..to a. m. until 0 and 
10 o'clock at night, so pressed with 
work that he ha<l his wife assist him 
without pay. and still could not give 
satisfaction to the auditing depart 
ments on account of not being able 
to render his reports in time He 
finally ga\c up and rnugned his poti- 
| lion. Still another telegraph opera¬ 
tor reports: 

! “We have worked at this station 
60 consecutive hours without relief, 
and it is a common occurrence that 
| we are nubjcctcd to work 36 hours 
This, however, has been somewhat 
better of late for the reasons that we 
are now allowed for overtime, and 
they do not like to pay extra.”

From the December McGure's. 

"One Sunday I went to visit one 
of my probationers, and I found 
him cursing his mother, vilely, with 
an amazing command of oaths. 
Looking about, I saw that if was 
partly a house of assignation, part¬ 
ly a home for the very poor, and all 
the children were masters of men's 
language. Looking further I saw, 
ten feet from the door of this house, 
the-rear entrance to a wineroom— 
wide open, though it was Sunday 
morning. I went to the mistress of 
the house of assignation, and she, 
hardened though she was, told me 
that this wineroom had supplied 
more than one bad place with in¬ 
mates. Only a week before, she 
said, she saw two girls halt at that 
wineroom door. One; was afraid 
to go in. The other was urging 
her, and while -they -were talking 


of this year there have been 
thirty-three railroad wrecks rec¬ 
orded, in which i jo people 
have lost their lives, and 
395 have been wounded—and how 
much property has been destroyed 
cannot yet be known. And even 
this does not complete the list. 

In looking over the causes for 
these disasters, we discover that 
very frequently the trouble lay in 
the system of regulating the move¬ 
ment of trains. 

And in almost every ease where 
the accident is a result from this 
particular cause it has been shown 
that the men had been on duty ex¬ 
tremely long hours. 

For example, in the Rock Island 
wreck of Jan. a, in which 35 people 
were killed and 40 wounded, it was 
discovered that the cause of this dis¬ 
aster was the fact that the operator 
at Volland made a mistake in deliver¬ 
ing the messages to the train. This 
boy was 18 years old, and had been on 
duty for 36 hours. 

The accident on the Oregon short 
line, Jan. 1, was also due to a similar 
condition, one killed and two injured. 

Collision reported in the congres¬ 
sional record, Fifty-ninth congress, 
page 81a following, in which 34 were 
lulled and 24 injured, the cause was 
the operator had fallen asleep and 
allowed a train to pais. He had been 
on duty 16 hours. 

A wreck on the Baltimore and Ohio. 
Dec. 30, 1906 , in which 3p were killed 
and 50 injured, was due to the failure 
of the signal system. 

The wreck at Tacoma Park, ncr.r 
Washington, ia which 30 were killed, 
was due to tha fact that there was no 
night operator. The day operator 
had set the signals at danger, and 
left them *0, before the trains had 
regularly passed by these dangerous 
signals. 

The collision on Jan. 15, was due 
to mis-interpretation of signals. 

And in looking over the reports of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. on their investigations of the 
cause of railroad wrecks, one is struck 
with the frequent occurance of refer¬ 
ences to tome failure on the part'of 
the telegraph operator or train dis¬ 
patcher. And in view of the fact, ai 
we have already shown, these men are 
almost universally overworked with 
excessive duties, long hours, it is evi¬ 
dent that, here is s wrong that needs 
correcting more than any other in the 
railroad mis-manigement of today. 

During tpo5, 9,703 were killed, and 
8&008 injured by the railroads of tbia 
country.

the traveling public ,-m well as the 
safety of the thousands of men em¬ 
ployed on the railroads There is 
hardly a man, woman or child in 
this state who does nr t travel more 
or less. Thousands uf our people 
are almost constantly upon railway 
journeys. And every moment tliat 
people spend uport the railway 
trains their lives atp! limbs are in 
jeopardy. It is of aluolute neces¬ 
sity that every poffiMe precaution 
shall be taken to utilise this travtl 
safe, to reduce to the minimum the 
possibility of aeddems. 

And no part of the railway 
service is more vital iy essential to 
the safety of railway itaveling than 
efficient tram dispatching and di¬ 
rection of train movements. 

Our lives are constantly in the 
hands of these men. 

In the name of the public, there¬ 
fore, we demand and urge the pas¬ 
sage of this law. 

In the second place, we base our 
appeal for this law upon the needs 
and welfare of that vast army of 
men who work as telegraph op¬ 
erators and train dispatchers in 
this state. 

Here is an army of men who are 
today working, all of them at least 
twelve hours a day, and some of 
them fourteen, and some on into 
the night, and not a few for twenty- 
four and thirty-six hours, and even 
sixty hours at a stretch. 

And, betides, these men never 
have a day of rest. They work 
Sundays. They work holidays, 
They work every day of the year 
or every night of the year, "365 
days or 365 nights evert year. They 
work year in and year out. 

Such work, without a rest or 


relief, will make the life of these 
men, if cont^tu«(|, a life of drudg¬ 
ery and jervitude. 

And, too, taring all the hours 
that these men are bn service, their 
duties are excessive. They are of a 
a kind that are exhausting. 
They are a constant strain 
upon the nerves. They are a 
constant weight upon the brain. 
Human flesh and blood cannot en¬ 
dure this fearful strain during these 
long, relentless 1 tours without at 
times breaking down. 

The mad rush of our commercial 
life, the brutal greed of our cal¬ 
culating capitalism, is grinding out 
their hope, their joy, their strength 
and their sanity. Sltall we consFht 
to this? Shall the [teople of Wis¬ 
consin know these facts, and remain 
silent ? 

And, too, the families of these 
men should not be forgotten; You 
and I go home at night to spend an 
hour amid the romp and laughter, 
llte smiles, the caresses of those who 
love us at the liearthstone. These 
are the things that make life worth 
living. But what shall we say when 
a whole section of our working class 
is plied with burdens so hard, and 
with hours of labor so long, that

IV. 

The Social-Democratic program it 
not a theory imposed upon society 
for its acceptance or rejection. It is 
but the interpretation of what is, 
sooner or later, inevitable. Capitalism 
is already struggling to its destruc¬ 
tion. It is no longer competent to 
organize or administer thc work of 
the world or even lo preserve itself 
The captains of industry arc appalled 
at their own inability to control or 
direct thc rapidly socializing forces 
of industry. The so-called trust is 
but a sign and form of this developing 
socialization of the world's work. The 
universal increase of the uncertainty 
of employment, the universal capitalist 
determination to break down the unity 
of Igbor in the trades unions, the 
widespread apprehensions of impending 
change, reveal that the constitutions 
of capitalist society are passing under 
thc power of inhering forces that will 
toon destroy them. 

Into the midst of this strain and 
crises of civilization, the Social- 
Democratic movement comes as the 
only saving or conservative force. If 
the world is to be saved from chaos, 
from universal disorder and misery, 
it must be bv the union of the workers 
of all nations in the Social-Democratic 
movement. The Social-Democratic 
party comes with the only proposi¬ 
tion or program for intelligently and 
deliberately organizing the nation for 
the common good of all its citizens. 
It is the first time that the mind of 
man has ever been directed toward the 
conscious orgsnization of society. 

Social-Democracy means that all 
those things upon which thc people in 
common depend shall by the people in 
common be owned and administered. 
It means that the tools of employment 
shall belong to their creators and 
users; that all production shall be for 
the direct use of the producers; that 
the making of goods for profit shall 
come to an end; that we shall all be 
workers together, and that opportuni¬ 
ties shall be open and equal to all 
men. 

V. 

To that end that the workers may 
seize every possible advantage that 
may strengthen them to gain com¬ 
plete control of the powers of govern¬ 
ment and thereby the sooner establish 
the co-operative commonwealth, the 
Social-Democratic party pledget itself 
to watch and work ip both thc eco¬ 
nomic and political struggle for etch 
successive immediate interest of the 
working class, for shortened days of 
labor and inertatet of wages; for the 
insurance of the workers against ac¬ 
cident, sickness and lack ot employ¬ 
ment; for pensions for aged and ex¬ 
hausted workers; for the public own¬ 
ership of the meant of transportation, 
communication and exchange; for the 
graduated taxation of income, inherit¬ 
ance, and of franchise and land values, 
the proceeds to be applied lo the pub¬ 
lic employment and bettering the con¬ 
dition* of the worker's children and 
their freedom from the workshop: 
for the equal suffrage of men ana 
women; for the prevention of the Vic 
of the military against strikes; for tne 
free administration of justice; for 
popnlsr government, including initia¬ 
tive, referendum, proportional repre¬ 
sentation, and the recall of officer* by 
their constituents; and for every gain 
or advantage for the workers that may 
be wrested from the capitalist system, 
and that may relieve the suffering end 
strengthen the hands of labor.

It is called Tie PMosofher, and has been published for 
a number of years by EKU A Via Vecbten from a little office called the 
“Evergreen Frets, » token, perhaps, of the editors' view of their 
readers—a view which also helped Baratint to become famous. 

The FhUasafher was originally a. pretty radical proposition, albeit 
radical of the muddle-headed sort, and even lad leanings toward .So¬ 
cialism, it was claimed. Bnt there is a certain class of radicals who 
hare somewhat the same base of action as the old-line political parties. 
Tlie one that is out in the cold ia nsually fitted with radical desires to 
oust the one that is id and to iaadf luxuriate under the "plum tree" of 
prosperity. This appears lo have been the secret philosophy of The 
Fkilasof her. It was radical so tong as it was a jiart of the dispos¬ 
sessed. Its radicalism spelt envy, rt was a case of the outs wanting to 
be in, it appears. William Ellis, the moving figure, possessed enough 
geuius to make his radicalism formidable, and at one time he was 
planning to nuke Wausau the hothed of proletarian protest for that 
part of the country. He had genius, and something else, which the 
corjiorations began to smell out. for they are always on the lookout for 
men who have just those two totalities. However, they did it, they got 
Ellis. He had looked into the railroad rate question a little and was 
just formulating some rather strong disclosures, to use in tlie inter¬ 
ests of poor shippers and farmers, when the railroads managed to put 
a little lucrative side line in Itis way. That railroad job was "the 
making of tlie man," as the capitalist editors delight to say. His view 
of life at once changed, lie began to have good strong "plule" 
thoughts, ami didn't feel a l«t as radical as of yore. The PMosofher 
became a falcon sent up by its chief editor as a decoy and a bird of 
prey. 

Ellis is now tinder a regular salary from tlie railroads to work 
tbe legislatures in the corporation interest. He has perfected his 
knowledge on the rate question from the railroad staml|ioiiit. and is 
nevtSto happy as when using that knowledge to mystify and befuddle 
legislator* from the rural districts in committees. He lias done great 
Service in this way for his masters. Thus we see our old-time radical 
l*nw working against the very people in society tliat lie formerly sought 
to serve. Verily, ns a spider of men, morally and physically, the capi¬ 
talist system hath certainly taken the price. 


A Labor BUI Mvanetd. 

Madison, March 12.—Score an¬ 
other. Comrade Weber's blower 
bill jossed the house this morning 
by unanimous rote. This provides 
a sure mctliod of removing the me¬ 
tallic dust that is so dangerous to 
health, in the metal polishing trades.

Fight for the Recall. 

Comrade AUdridge made the 
argument for tlie recall before the 
committee this afternoon. It is al¬ 
most remarkable to note the earnest 
consideration which Republicans 
and Democrats give to tltusc meas¬ 
ures. Senator Frueirttning ap¬ 
peared against the bill, but All- 
dridge was able to answer the objec¬ 
tions very fully. Objection was 
raised to the percentage of peti¬ 
tions reqnired—as per cent. Bnt 
AUdridge replied that lie had sim¬ 
ply copied the provisions of tlie law 
where it was in operation, and 
where it has worked well. It was 
also objected diat (he grounds for 
removal sliould be limited to mat- 
tars pertaining to official acts. This 
was conceded. 

This particular bill provides for 
recall of city, county amt village 
officials. Another recall measure 
was introduced and argued last 
week for a constitutional amend¬ 
ment providing of a recall law for 
state officers.

The law heretofore provided 
that the factory inspector could 
compel any factory owner to en¬ 
close or cover any bull-wheel, fly¬ 
wheel. tumbling rods, shafting, or 
tlangerous machinery. But it did 
not provide that he sliould not take 
it on after he had put it on. But 
now he’ll have to leave it there— 
see f And every little bit helps.

Bom* Bills In Dotall. 

Bill No. 46 , 8. 

By Senator Rommel. 

To create section 17294m of tbe 
statutes of 1898. relating to tbe time 
within which corporations shall pay 
their employee. 

The people of the state of Wiscon¬ 
sin, represented m senate and assem¬ 
bly, do enact as follows: 

Section i. There is added to the 
statutes of a new section to 

read: f^Tpam. r. Frery corporation 
dbiaft business m this state shall be 
required to make full settlement with 
and full payment in money to its em¬ 
ployes engaged in manual <hr mechani¬ 
cal labor tor such corporation at least 
twice in every calendar month of the 
year.. Such payment shall include all 
wages earned and unpaid np to the 
tenth day preceding the day of pay¬ 
ment. and no deduction from said 
wages shall be made on account of 
such semi-monthly payment. 

2. If any such corporation «ha 3 
neglect to make such payment such 
employe may demand the same of said 
corporation or of any agent of said 
I corporation on whom summons might 
I he served in a suit for such wages, and 
if said corporation shall neglect to nay 
the same for fifteen days thereafter 
it shall be liable to a penalty of one 
dollar for each succeeding day to¬ 
gether with a reasonable attorney's 
fee besides the regular costs of sn»L 
which said penalty, attorney’s fee 
and costs are to be collected as 
costs in a sail for such wages with¬ 
held. Said penalty shall in no in- 
>lance exceed the amount of wages 
due and withheld. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its 
passage and publication.

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It is not often that the working 
das can mount for the death of 
a judge. But this 1 st happened in 
the case of Judge Dick. Convinced 
Hat he stands almost akme as p 
judge with whom caste aad the 
"guinea stamp” made no difference 
when a Judicial judgment was to 
be pronounced, the organized 
workers have been moved to express 
their sense of loss through bis 
death.

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General Labor Noses. 

The street car metis union of 
San Francisco, luving Tailed to se¬ 
cure the eight-hour day in the re¬ 
cent arbitration proceedings, will 
ask the board of supervisors to in 
vert an eight-hour provision in its 
future franchises. 

Negotiations between the man¬ 
agers of western railroads and tlie 
trainmen and conductors, in regard 
to an increase in wages, were ter¬ 
minated abruptly at Chicago, III., on 
February 27. No agreement was 
reached. A vote will be taken on 
the question of striking. 

By the postoffice appropriation 
bill, which was passed by the house 
of representatives on February 20, 
seven grades of clerks are estab¬ 
lished in first and second class of¬ 
fices, with salaries ranging from 
$600 to $1,200. City letter car¬ 
riers arc divided into five grades, 
with salaries ranging from $600 
to $1,100, the $700 salaries be¬ 
ing omitted. Railway mail clerks 
are divided into six grades below 
that of chief clerk, salaries in each 
grade having increased $100, and 
ranging from $800 to $1)700. The 
maximum salary of rural carriers 
is fixed at $840.
